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A  Message 

From  the  Your  President! 

It’s  been  a  busy  spring  with  a  lot  of  good  coin  shows,  good  coin  auctions,  and  good 
coin  meetings!  As  always,  I  enjoy  the  coin  shows  more  since  I  have  a  greater  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  talk  to  a  number  of  people,  both  collectors  and  dealers,  and  maybe  even  find 
a  coin  or  two  to  buy.  Congratulations  to  the  show  committees  who  work  so  hard  to 
make  these  shows  successful.  I  am  fully  cognizant  of  how  much  work  it  takes  to  have 
a  successful  show  and  appreciate  the  volunteer  work  by  so  many  club  members. 

Probably  the  outstanding  event  of  the  spring  was  the  two  day  coin  auction  con¬ 
ducted  by  Jackson's  of  Cedar  Falls.  I  think  every  coin  dealer  in  Iowa  and  many  collec¬ 
tors  were  in  attendance,  some  of  whom  were  successful  in  winning  a  bid  and  others 
just  to  witness  the  historic  event  of  the  largest  and  most  expensive  coin  auction  con¬ 
ducted  in  Iowa  (at  least  in  my  knowledge  and  experience,  my  apologies  if  I  am  not 
aware  of  better  ones).  Coin  dealers  and  buyers  were  there  from  many  states  and  too 
many  coins  left  Iowa  but  we  can’t  hope  for  them  all  to  stay.  The  highlight  of  the  auction 
was  the  Stella  which  brought  a  whopping  $55,000  but  there  were  a  number  of  rare 
coins  in  virtually  all  denominations,  a  total  auction  in  excess  of  $1,500,000.  The  auc¬ 
tion  was  catalogued  by  longtime  dealer,  and  former  INA  Director,  Gene  Bright  of  Cedar 
Falls.  And  recently  there  was  a  relatively  small  coin  auction  in  Iowa  City  which  held  a 
major  item  of  currency,  a  “lazy  deuce"  from  Monticello,  IA,  only  the  third  such  note 
known  from  this  bank,  and  a  rare  type  note.  Again,  this  note  left  the  state  of  Iowa,  and 
for  the  whopping  price  of  $17,000.  I  always  enjoy  attending  the  auctions,  am  rarely 
“shut  out"  in  bidding  and  can  usually  find  a  bargain  or  two.  I  would  recommend  to  all 
that  you  attend  these  auctions,  know  your  coins,  and  inspect  the  lots  carefully  to  con¬ 
firm  the  grading  and  cataloguing;  you’ll  find  a  special  bargain  if  you  keep  at  it. 

Please  note  that  this  edition  of  The  Iowa  Collector  contains  the  biannual  call  for 
nomination  of  officers  and  directors.  There  will  be  openings  in  these  positions  and  you 
should  consider  accepting  a  nomination  to  one  of  these  positions.  It  is  very  rewarding, 
not  financially,  but  in  the  more  important  aspects  of  getting  to  know  a  lot  of  people  and 
helping  our  numismatic  community. 

I  note  that  the  Keokuk  Coin  Club  just  observed  its  500th  monthly  meeting,  quite  an 
accomplishment.  Upon  reflection,  I  believe  that  several  clubs  in  Iowa  have  surpassed 
that  number.  Sometime  soon  I’m  going  to  review  the  historian’s  records  to  learn  more 
about  the  age  of  our  Iowa  clubs.  I  recall  that  the  first  meeting  I  attended  was  in 
Ottumwa  in  1957  and  it  was  already  an  established  club  at  that  time. By  the  way,  upon 
recollection  of  my  first  club  meeting,  since  I  didn't  know  any  of  the  members,  I  was  not 
immediately  met  and  welcomed  by  the  club  members,  and  I  was  so  turned  off  by  their 
rather  “good  old  boy”  atmosphere  that  I  didn’t  return  for  two  years!  The  important  thing 
to  me  is  that  I  did  return  and  got  to  know  these  people,  and  learned  a  major  lesson 
which  I  have  always  tried  to  remember;  whenever  a  potential  new  member,  visitor  or 
guest  attends  your  club  meeting,  make  sure  that  you  welcome  him/her  and  introduce 
him/her  around  to  the  officers  and  other  members.  Show  an  interest  in  these  people 
and  they  will  return  and  will  be  procuctive  members  of  our  numismatic  community. 

That’s  all  for  now.  I  hope  to  see  you  soon  at  a  club  meeting,  auction 
or  show,  and  especially  at  the  fall  INA  convention  in  Des  Moines.

He’ll  probably  be  going  home  to  Oskaloosa 
in  a  couple  of  weeks  for  rehabilitation. 

This  year's  INA  will  be  Oct.  26-27.  This  year  it  is  being  sponsored  by  the  Des 
Moines  Coin  Club.  There  will  be  a  breakfast  buffet  meeting  on  Sunday  morning. 

Dave  Stark  moved  to  adjourn,  Scott  seconded  and  the  meeting  was 
adjourned.

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the  one  dollar  rill 


Take  out  a  one  dollar  bill,  and  look  at  it.  The  one  dollar  bill  you're  look¬ 
ing  at  first  came  off  the  presses  in  1957  in  its  present  design.  This  so- 
called  paper  money  is  in  fact  a  cotton  and  linen  blend,  with  red  and  blue 
minute  silk  fibers  running  through  it.  It  is  actually  material.  We've  all 
washed  it  without  it  falling  apart.  A  special  blend  of  ink  is  used,  the  con¬ 
tents  we  will  never  know.  It  is  overprinted  with  symbols  and  then  it  is 
starched  to  make  it  water  resistant  and  pressed  to  give  it  that  nice  crisp 
look. 

If  you  look  on  the  front  of  the  bill,  you  will  see  the  United  States 
Treasury  Seal.  On  the  top  you  will  see  the  scales  for  a  balanced  budget. 
In  the  center  you  have  a  carpenter's  square,  a  tool  used  for  an  even  cut. 
Underneath  is  the  Key  to  the  United  States  Treasury.  That's  all  pretty 
easy  to  figure  out,  but  what  is  on  the  back  of  that  dollar  bill  is  something 
we  should  all  know.  If  you  turn  the  bill  over,  you  will  see  two  circles.  Both 
circles,  together,  comprise  the  Great  Seal  of  the  United  States.  The  First 
Continental  Congress  requested  that  Benjamin  Franklin  and  a  group  of 
men  come  up  with  a  Seal.  It  took  them  four  years  to  accomplish  this  task 
and  another  two  years  to  get  it  approved. 

If  you  look  at  the  left-hand  circle,  you  will  see  a  Pyramid.  Notice  the 
face  is  lighted,  and  the  western  side  is  dark.  This  country  was  just  begin¬ 
ning.  We  had  not  begun  to  explore  the  West  or  decided  what  we  could  do 
for  Western  Civilization.  The  Pyramid  is  un-capped,  again  signifying  that 
we  were  not  even  close  to  being  finished.  Inside  the  capstone  you  have 
the  all-seeing  eye,  an  ancient  symbol  for  divinity.  It  was  Franklin's  belief 
that  one  man  couldn't  do  it  alone,  but  a  group  of  men,  with  the  help  of 
God,  could  do  anything. 

"IN  GOD  WE  TRUST"  is  on  this  currency.  The  Latin  above  the  pyra¬ 
mid,  ANNUIT  COEPTIS,  means,  "God  has  favored  our  undertaking."  The 
Laiin  below  the  pyramid,  NOVUS  ORDO  SECLORUM,  means,  "a  new 
order  has  begun."  At  the  base  of  the  pyramid  is  the  Roman  Numeral  for 
1776.  If  you  look  at  the  right-hand  circle,  and  check  it  carefully,  you  will 
learn  that  it  is  on  every  National  Cemetery  in  the  United  States.  It  is  also 
on  the  Parade  of  Flags  Walkway  at  the  Bushnell,  Florida  National 
Cemetery,  and  is  the  centerpiece  of  most  hero's  monuments.  Slightly 
modified,  it  is  the  seal  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  it  is 
always  visible  whenever  he  speaks,  yet  very  few  people  know  what  the 
symbols  mean. 
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THE  ONE  DOLLAR  BILL 

The  Bald  Eagle  was  selected  as  a  symbol  for  victory  for  two  reasons: 
First,  he  is  not  afraid  of  a  storm;  he  is  strong,  and  he  is  smart  enough  to 
soar  above  it.  Secondly,  he  wears  no  material  crown.  We  had  just  broken 
from  the  King  of  England.  Also,  notice  the  shield  is  unsupported.  This 
country  can  now  stand  on  its  own.  At  the  top  of  that  shield  you  have  a 
i  white  bar  signifying  congress,  a  unifying  factor.  We  were  coming  together 
as  one  nation.  In  the  Eagle's  beak  you  will  read,  "E  PLURIBUS  UNUM", 
meaning,  "one  nation  from  many  people". 

Above  the  Eagle,  you  have  thirteen  stars,  representing  the  thirteen 
original  colonies,  and  any  clouds  of  misunderstanding  rolling  away. 
Again,  we  were  coming  together  as  one. 

Notice  what  the  Eagle  holds  in  his  talons.  He  holds  an  olive  branch 
i  and  arrows.  This  country  wants  peace,  but  we  will  never  be  afraid  to  fight 
to  preserve  peace.  The  Eagle  always  wants  to  face  the  olive  branch,  but 
in  time  of  war,  his  gaze  turns  toward  the  arrows. 

They  say  that  the  number  13  is  an  unlucky  number.  This  is  almost  a 
worldwide  belief.  You  will  usually  never  see  a  room  numbered  13,  or  any 
hotels  or  motels  with  a  13th  floor.  But  think  about  this:  13  original  colonies, 
1 3  signers  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  1 3  stripes  on  our  flag,  1 3 
steps  on  the  Pyramid,  13  letters  in  the  Latin  above,  13  letters  in  "E 
Pluribus  Unum",  13  stars  above  the  Eagle,  13  bars  on  that  shield,  13 
leaves  on  the  olive  branch,  13  fruits,  and  if  you  look  closely,  13  arrows. 
And,  for  minorities:  the  13th  Amendment. 

I  always  ask  people,  "Why  don't  you  know  this?"  Your  children  don't 
know  this,  and  their  history  teachers  don't  know  this.  Too  many  veterans 
have  given  up  too  much  to  ever  let  the  meaning  fade.  Many  veterans 
remember  coming  home  to  an  America  that  didn't  care.  Too  many  veter¬ 
ans  never  came  home  at  all.
